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A Solution to the Annual Gift Problem. 


(By Our Rapio CorresPonvenr.) 


‘6 \KE this a Radio Christmas!” 
Here is a slogan worthy of the atten- 
tion of every intelligent man and 

woman. Unlike many slogans which we 
have dinned into our ears, it is capable of 
achievement by the average person. hether 
we spend ten shillings or a hundred pounds 
there are radio accessories or receivers which 
will make acceptable presents to our friends 
and relations. At the outset 1 would suggest 
that before we contemplate the purchase of 
any radio accessory or receiver for a friend 
we should make sure—I am pre-supposing 
that we do not know very much about the 
subject—if such an accessory as we intend 
to purchase can be of use to our friend. If 
he already possesses a receiver we should 
find out its name or type. With this know. 
ledge a radio dealer will be in a better posi- 
tion to advise us what to do. 

If the person for whom the present is in- 
tended does not already possess a receiver 
our problem is simplified. Suppose, for ex- 
ample, that it is our intention to instal a set 
for the beenfit of “the old folks.” If they 
are electric-light users an all-mains set is in- 
dicated. ae charging, with its attend- 
ant troubles, will be unnecessary. All-mains 
sets can be purchased in the Free State from 
fifteen pounds up to any sum you 
choose. The average all-electric set 
does not contain less than three valves, 
although there are several two-valve models 
on the market which were designed for opera- 
tion on the signals of the local station. The 
cheapest of the all-mains circuits are 
marketed in ‘‘kit’’ form. In other words, 
the parts are packed unassembled. If the 
“kit ’’ is intended for “the old folks ”’ it 
would, of course, be advisable to have the 
parts assembled by the dealer. This can be 
done for little extra cost. On the other hand, 
if the gift “‘kit’’ is for our young son or 
nephew, we can leave the assembly to him. 
Full printed instructions, which make it 
almost impossible for the youngest to go 
wrong, are supplied with every reliable 
‘kit’ of parts. If the instructions are care- 
fully followed no damage can be done, and 
additional entertainment will be given to the 
constructor by reason of the knowledge he 
will gain from the work. The beauty of 
giving a radio present is that the enjoyment 
it gives is recurring. It does not wear out in 
a few months. 


Loudspeakers as Presents. 


LOUD-SPEAKER is almost always 
A likely to please the recipient. The 

latest types—that is, the moving-coil 
and the inductor types—nearly all possess 
transformers which make it possible to use 
the speaker with virtually any class of set 
capable of giving a good signal. Without 
attempting to be jocular, I would suggest 
that a loud-speaker would make a more than 
acceptable gift to the majority of listeners. 
There must be thousands and thousands 
of out-of-date loud speakers used in Ireland 
to-day. I was in a house quite recently 
where was installed a loud-speaker which was 
new five years ago. It worked every bit as 
well now as it did then, but in the know- 
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| should have been ashamed to have had such 


an instrument under his roof. 

Uníortunately there are many like him. 
You and I, thereíore, can help in many cases 
to make radio a more pleasing thing tu the 
ear by banishing these old speakers from 
active use by replacing them with models 
which deliver the goods at least ninety per 
cent, perfect. Yes, there is no doubt that 
loud-speakers will make both useful and ac- 
ceptable gifts. Units and speakers calculated 
to give good reproduction can be purchased 
from fifteen shillings to fifteen pounds. 


For Country People. 
CC townape people, even more than the 


townspeople, should be tempted to give 
radio presents this Christmas. ‘he 
cost is not prohibitive.

Broadcasting will no longer be the hobby 
of the person who can afford to spend a lot 
of money. A very few pounds—in fact, 
shillings, will be sufficient to introduce one 
to radio reception. The Minister for Posts 


ledge of present-day reproduction the ownerand Telegraphs has remained firm in so far 


as he cannot be tempted to say when the 
new station will be in operation. Perhaps 
it is that he does not know! At any rate, 
the station will, providing nothing unforeseen 
happens, be working next summer, The 
money has already been voted for the project, 
so that if one buys, say, a crystal set for a 
friend living somewhere in the Midlands, 
there is no need to worry. The station may 
not be in operation at the mement, but 
there is every prospect that it will be before 
many more months pass. I mention this 
matter of the new station because | think 
that it should be made clear to everyone that 
while broadcasting has hitherto been largely 
confined to people living in or near Dublin or 
Cork, it will eventually be available for 
people no matter in what part of the country 
they live. 


Portable Receivers. 
Pe consider radio receivers must also be 


considered by those in search of gifts 

at this season. The modern portable 
set emits more than squeaks. A very few 
years ago it was quite impossible to enjoy 
a broadcast programme received on a port- 
able. Tho sounds we heard were not the 
sounds being made in the studio. A _ bass 
drum sounded like a kettle drum, and a 
soprano voice very often sounded like a 
falsetto voice singing down a drainpipe. That 
was years ago. Today the portable receiver 
is designed to give correct reproduction, and 
the loud gpeaker with which the average 
good-class set is fitted will not disgrace anv- 
one. The portable, as a present, is a distinct 
proposition. They can be purchased for he 
tween fifteen and fifty pounds. The majority 
of instruments are battery-driven, hut the 
transportable models can he used in con- 
junction with the ordinary A.C. supply. 


Remember Yourself ! 


N conclusion, I would suggest that 
| Christmas is a good season in which to 
buy ourselves radio presents—that is, of 
course, providing we have not already got a 
receiver. To attempt in the compass of this 
short article to particularise as to what type 
of receiver should be purchased would be use- 
less. I would need to take my readers by the 
hand and show them the many sets which are 
to be had: to demonstrate their capabilities, 
and to show how simple and foolproof the 
modern radio receiver actually is. I cannot 
bake you all by the hands. But I do suggest 
that you pay a visit to a reliable radio dealer 
and hear radio for yourself. Do not, I say, 
purchase a receiver unless you have first 
heard it work in your own home. This may be 
an unpopular thing to say, but if my advice is 
taken many people will, I have not the 
slightest doubt, have cause to thank me. 
Many a set works well at a dealer's and 
badly when taken home. On the other hand, 
most sets will work better in the average 
suburban or country home than they will at 
the average Dublin radio dealers. So you 

see it cuts both ways. 
I wish all readers of this feature a happy

“‘Broadcast’’ Records of 


Irish Tunes.

ANY records of important musical 
performances have been brought out 
in time for the Christmas trade. 
Foremost among them in attraction for people 
who enjoy serious music is the set of records, 
with album, published by Columbia, of the 
performance of Dvorak’s Quintet in A major, 
Op. 81, by the Lener SEA, Ouartet, and 
Mrs. Loeser-Lebert, pianist. This work, one 
of four quintets written by Dvorak, abounds 
in charming passages, many of which include 
strains and rhythms’ characteristic of 
Dvorak’s native country. 
With. every music lover who uses the 
gramophone the records of the ‘‘ Oberon” 
overture, as play by the Amsterdam 
Orchestra under Mengelberg, are sure to be 
favourites; they were unquestionable successes 
in orchestral recording. Now, as a new 
Colurebia publication, we have another popu- 
lar Weber overture, that to “Der Freis- 
chuts,” in which Mengelberg scores another 
success with the Amsterdam players. Regard- 
ing overtures, many will enjoy the ‘Jolly 
Robbers’ overture by Suppe, the composer 
ot ‘* Poet and Peasant,’’ “ Light Cavalry,” 
and scores of other bright operas. The per- 
formance now recorded is that of the Wire- 
less Military Band. 
Another new Columbia record of instru- 
mental music gives Haydn’s ‘‘Toy’’ Sym- 
phony, performed by the British Symphony 
Orchestra under Felix Weingartner. Mention 
of this record prompts me to ask, Why not 
gramophone records instead of books as 
schoo! prizes in suitable cases? 


“ Rigoletto” Quartet. 


As a cast for the famous “ Rigoletto” 
quartet in English, what about the follow- 
ing—Miriam Licette, Muriel Brunskill, 
Heddle Nash, and Dennis Noble? They are 
to be heard on Columbia DX402, which has 
on the reverse Miriam Licette and Heddle 
Nash in the ‘“‘ Miserere”’ scene from “Il 
Trovatore.’’ A popular vocal solo record is 
that on which Isobel Baillie is heard, on one 
side with ’cello, organ, and harp in the Bach- 
Gounod “ Ave Maria,” and on the other, in 
‘‘O for the wings of a dove’’ (Mendelssohn). 
I am old-fashioned enough to love “‘ Mart- 
tana.” Hundreds of other musical folk who 
feel the same about Wallace's tuneful opera 
would be very pleased to think that they 
were likely to get the Columbia album oi 
“ Maritana”’ records as a Christmas present. 
The principals include Miriam _§Licette, 
Dennis Neble, Clara Serena, and Heddle 
Nash. 

The popular and low-priced ‘‘ Broadcast ”’ 
series of gramaphone records now includes a 
large number of records of Irish music. Well- 
known Dublin singers and instrumentalists 
were engaged to make them, and, as the 
quality of the recording is well up to the 
“ Broadcast ” standard, the new records are 
sure to have a wide popularity. . 

Renee Flynn heads the list of vocal selec- 


tions with “‘Oft in the stilly night’’ and 
‘Barney ©’Hea.” Joan Burke sings “My 
dark Rosaleen” and “The Minstrel Boy,’ 
and on another record, “ The harp that once”’ 
and “ O'Donnell Abu.” Two favourite songs, 
‘‘Husheen” and ‘‘ The Hills of Donegal,” 
are sung by Muriel Gale, contralto. J. C. 
Browner in his best form sings '' The Rose of 
Tralee,” “Mother Machree,” “The Ould 
Plaid Shawl,’’ and “Bantry Bav.” Denis 
O'Neill, tenor, has also been recorded in four 
songs : “ Mollv Bawn ” and “ The Meeting of 
the Waters,”’ and “ She is far from the land ” 
and ‘‘ The low-backed car.” All these song 
records are in the series known as ‘‘ Broad- 
cast Super-Twelve.”’ 

The instrumental selections are on ‘‘ Broad- 
cast,” records of the ordinary size. They in- 
clude sets of reels and hornpipes, played by 
Dick Smith’s Ceilidhe Trio; Irish set dances 
and jigs, by the same players, while one of 

Rowsome’s records (Irish pipes) gives a 
set dance and an Irish jig medley, the other 
gives jigs and hornpipe medleys. 


Irish Tenor’s Latest. 


A new record by John McCormack is in- 
cluded in the December issue of “His 
Master’s Voice” records. The Irish tenor 
sings “ The Prayer Perfect,” one of his more 
recent songs, and the “ Ave Maria ” of 
Cornelius, with artistically arranged accom- 
panmiments. In the same issue is a season- 
able record in which the Royal Choral 
Society’s choir, full-toned, but sdmirably con- 
trolled, sings ‘‘ The first Nowell ” and “ Christ 
in His Garden.” On other new H.M.V. re- 
cords are Chaliapin’s latest selections, in 
which the great Russian bass sings arias from 
two of the most important operas 
of the Russian national school: “ Russlan and 
Ludmila’’ and “' Roussalka.” and _ = two 
favourite scenes from “TI Trovatore” 
and “ La Forza del Destino ” with Metropoli- 
tan Opera (New York) Company, including 
Rosa Ponselle, Martinelli and Pinza. Among 
the orchestral numbers are new recordings 
of popular music, such as “ Finlandia,’”’ now 
brilliantly performed by the Philadelphia 
Symphony Orchestra: the ‘‘ Intermezzo”’ 
from ‘‘ Cavalleria MRusticana,’”’ and an 
arrangement of the famous Rachmaninoff 
Prelude in C sharp minor, now played by the 
London Symphony Orchestra, under John 
Barbirolli, the performers also in a “ Tann- 
hauser ” selection recorded on another disc. 
Under Albert Coates, the London Symphony 
Orchestra plays Moussorgsky’s “Night on the 
Bare Mountain.” There are also new Cortot 
and Kreisler records. 


Old Favourites. 


The most obvious feature of all the gramo- 
phone record lists is the array of old 
favourite tunes, recorded at length or as 
snippets in medleys. The stream of revived 
melodies of pre-war days back to the ’nineties 
has risen steadily in the past couple of years, 
and now, in the desire to provide popular 
records for the Christmas trade. it has be- 
come a deluge. Apart from the ‘‘ Caval- 
cade’’ records, which bring back the tunes 
of the South African war time, a typical 
example of the reminiscent medley is 
Columbia’s record entitled “ What's Next? 
A Pot-pourri of Popular Tunes of the Last 
Half-Century,” played by Herman Finck 
and his orchestra. It is made up of forty 
old tunes. Of another type of reminiscent 
record is the '““H.M.V.” song record, which 
gives Essie Ackland’s rendering of ‘‘The 
Children’s Home” and “The Flight of 
Ages.”

GERMAN’S SWORD. 


A German Baron at the end of last week 
received from the British Air Attaché in 
Berlin the sword which was taken from him | 
in 1914 

Somewhere near Ypres, in 1914, Baron

Another im- 
portant point to remember is that you 
can get the set you want from your local 
dealer, and, furthermore, that you can 
get sets of Irish manufacture. Leaving 
this matter now to the good sense of 
the shopper, we can turn to to-night’s 
programme, wherein the chief item is the 
B.B.C. Symphony Concert—the ninth of 
the season—which will be relayed from the 
(ueen’s Hall and broadcast by the 
National.

Gime s. Whirligig. 


One of the strange turns in the whirligig 
of time is contained in the recent news 
that the Longfield Estate in Tipperary 
has been purchased by Charles Bianconi’s 
great-grand-daughter, Mrs. Watson. When 
Bianconi, who gave Ireland such a 
wonderful horse-car transportation system 
in the first half of the last century, had 
made his fortune, he bought the estate, 
settled down as a Janded gentleman, and 
died there in 1875. The property remained 
in the family until about ten years ago. 
Now it has been repurchased, and the 
mansion will be turned into an hotel. 

What Bianconi achieved is worth re- 
ealling. He came to Ireland as an 
immigrant from his native Italy in 1802. 
when sixteen vears of age. to make his 
living as an itinerant trader. In 1815, 
when horses became exceptionally cheap 
owing to the peace after Waterloo, he 
started a one-horse jaunting service 
between Clonmel and Cahir. Thirty years 
later he was working over 1.653 miles of 
road daily. and on the main routes his 
giant black cars, drawn by four horses, 
were as regular a feature as day and 
night. The advent of the railwavs in 1846 
hit him badly, but when, by 1865, they 
had driven him off 4.534 miles of high- 
way, he opened up another 3.594 miles 
which the new method of travel helped 
to render more accessible. During the 
height’ of his prosperity Bisnconi was 
drawing something like £30.000 a vear 
from passenger traffic, and his mail 
contracts brought in another £12,000. He 
lived to be eightv-nine, and it is just one 
hundred years since he was naturalised bj 
the Irish Privy Council.

he Choice of ‘Books. 


What influences the public in selecting 
its reading is a question that every 
librarian—in common with every publisher 
and bookseller—is anxious to probe. Re- 
cently, I notice, the custodian of a big 
American public library sought iniorma- 
tion by issuing a questionnarre to all his 
registered The returns re- 
vealed remarkable facts. Of those who 
replied, 5 per cent. stated that they 
chose books on the recommendation ol 
friends ; 4 per cent, selected by the guide- 
ance of reviews or advertisements; 35 
per made through interest 
in a special subject, and only á per cent. 
selected books on the recommendation of 
the library staff. The staggering revela- 
tion lay in the frank contession of some 
70 per cent. that they “ generally 
selected books that were handy and that 
they found with the least: trouble.” 

Therein may lie a hint to librarians re- 
garding the arrangement of their stock, 
but, personally, I decline to believe it.

Terrorism in India. 

Fdmund' , Burke,’ ‘referring to the 
execution ‘of Marie Antoinette, lamented 
that the age of chivalry was dead, and that 
the glory of Europe had departed for ever. 
Yet it was the women of Paris—rather 
than the ~menwho' drowned’ their 
privileges in the blood of a queen. If due 
allowance is made for several obvious 
differences of race, temperament and 
creed, a like lesson may be learned from 
the murder of Mr. Charles Stevens by two 
Bengali girl students, neither of whom was 
more than twenty years of age. Murder is 
no new thing in India, where Thugee was 
exalted ‘into a religion; Indian women, 
moreover, have killed before on many 
occasions, but hitherto they have confined 
their outrages to cases where personal 
motives were pre-eminent. It is true, of 
course, that the sepoys of the Mutiny 
were incited to revolt by the women of the 
bazaars. Conservative India, however, 
waited - until 1931 before her women 
became the spearhead of her less reputable 
attacks. The Raj now must face a new 
menace, which is the more dangerous 
becaure it is a grafted growth—some 
monstrous mistletoe—germinated in the 
vaults of Moscow and manured in the 
gun-fights of New York before its trans- 
plantation to a land where Kali the 
destrover is revered as a chief deity. 
Henceforth authority must recognise that 
active terrorists may be of either sex. 

The two Bengali women were no Indian 
Cordays, but the agents of a venomous 
organisation. Only some seven days before 
their deed, Dr. Hardayal Nag, presiding 
over the Bengal Provirciel Congress at 
Berhampore, extolled “ the heroic part 
that Indian ladies had played in the 
struggle for freedom.” Since Dr. Nag 
must be aware of the extent and policy 
of the terrorist movement in Bengal which 
gives tangible expression to the Congress 
Party's ‘‘non-violence’’ campaign, it is 
impossible to acquit him of the use 
of rash and reckless language. 
Mahatma Gandhi must take his share of 
responsibility. “I go back to India,” he 
said to the (riornale d'Italia, “to take 
up again the struggle against England in 
the same manner as in the past—no 
violence, but passive resistance.” Yet 
there is Hindustan. 
Discussing the policy of non-violence, 
the high-minded Mahatma 
merged into Mr. Gandhi, 
of political expediency. 
of violence,” he added, “India would 
certainly be beaten, but in _ passive 
resistance India has formidable reserves 
of strength.” Mr. Gandhi holds that the 
denial of markets and the refusal of 
revenue are mightier than the sword. 
Other politicians in the past have taken 
a similar view. 

In a letter to The Times Mr. D. W. 
Mullock tells how an organisation, called 
the “ Royalists,’’ of whose executive com- 
mittee he is secretary, has been forced 
into existence by the virtual anarchy 
which prevails in Bengal. Public servants 
and police in that province perform their 
daily duties in hourly peril of their lives, 
and in some areas administration virtually 
had collapsed. The purpose of the 
“ Royalists’ is to strengthen the policy 
of the European Association in its efforts 
to force upon the Government some appre- 
ciation -of the need for rigorous action 
against lawlessness. Too long have the 
Bengal police been sacrificed to timid 
counsels of conciliation, and their main- 
tenance of their moral, in the teeth of 
every official discouragement, is one of the 
marvels of history. At last there are signs 
that authority is preparing to move. The 
Viceroy has promulgated a new Ordinance, 
conferring special powers upon the 
Administration to fight the ‘‘ no-rent ”’ 
campaign in the United Provinces, and it 
is not unlikely that Swaraj will retaliate. 
Yesterday, for instance, a bomb was 
thrown at the District Magistrate's 
bungalow at Bhagalpur, in Bihar and 
Orissa. Indians must be told that no 
political reforms whatsoever will be 
sanctioned until order is restored, and 
that those who foment murder ‘and acts of 
high treason will suffer the fate of 
murderers and traitors. It is probable 
that Mr. Stevens would have been alive 
to-day if a member of Congress had 
not said: ‘‘ The English will not arrest 
women.”’

A Plea for the Python. 


Feminine fashion can be described as 
the most merciless thing in the world. 
The individual woman is tender-hearted ; 
she ‘‘ would not hurt a fly,” and women 
are the mainstay of societies for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals. Neverthe- 
less, in the pursuit of fashion, womanhood 
en masse sends millions of the brute 
creation to untimely, and often painful, 
deaths. ‘hey struggle in traps, are 
clubbed on the seashore, are torn from 
their nests, in order that befurred and 
befeathered women may shine at social 
functions. In this way whole species 
have been exterminated, and a few years 
ago the egret and the beautiful bird of 
paradise were saved only by drastic 
measures of official protection. Now 
another creature is in dire. peril. The 
poets, from Suckling onwards, who sang 
the beauty of women’s feet, never dreamt 
that those small and graceful members 
could leave a trail of doom across a 
mighty continent. Of late, fashion has 
decreed a steady increase in the demand 
for snake-skin shoes, with the result that 
the South African python seems to be 
doomed. Although the trade is in _ its 
infancy, thousands of python skins are 
being exported; and, if the present 
fashions continue, the slaughter will be 
intensified in the near future. Unless 
something is done for the python, the next 
generation will know it only from pictures 
and tradition, as to-day we know the 
dodo ; and, unfortunately, all the odds are 
against it. The gentle seal and the playful 
squirrel touch our hearts, but the 
sinister python, coiled sluggishly on its 
bough in the zoological gardens, inspires 
aversion. Stories of its cold cunning and 
horrible powers of constriction leap into 
our minds. In truth, report has slandered 
the python. It rarely, if ever, attacks 
human beings. Small animals are its 
chief prey, and, by reason of its liking 
for cane rats, the sugar-planter counts it 
a valued friend. We may hope, therefore, 
that women’s taste in shoes will change 
before this comparatively harmless 
reptile has vanished from the earth. 


School] S$ tories. 


Once upon a time the school story was 
a story for children, and within these 
limitations it had virtues and vices. At 
the best it was healthy and decent, and, 


if on occasions a trifle rebellious, it was | 


not without a certain good influence. To- 
day there are two classes of school stories. 
One class remains true to the old tradi- 
tion, and continues to delight the modern 
urchin, who is not nearly so _ sophis- 
ticated in matters of literature as some 
people would like to make out. The other 
class is designed fur adult consumption, 
and the less said about it the better. 
Whence did the unbroken flow of school 
stories take its spring? In '“ Tom 
Brown’s Schooldays,’’ we would have 
answered, progressing through the much- 
maligned ‘ Eric, or Little by Little.’ 
Actually, the school story had a 
much earlier origin: The first specimen 
was written almost two hundred years 
ago, as a correspondent of The Times 
recalls, by Sarah Fielding, the sister ol 
Henry Fielding. It was named “ The 
Governess: or The Little Female 
Academy,” and the principal character 
was Mrs. Teachum, who, as we read, 
‘had a lively and commanding eye, inso. 
much that she naturally created an awe 
in all her little scholars, except when 
she condescended to smile and talk 
familiarly with them, and then there was 
something perfectly kind and tender in 
her manner.” The children were much 
the same as their successors in school 
fiction have been-—inclined to naughtiness. 
They quarrelled furiously when one got a 
bigger apple than another, but a moving 
exhortation from the Governess reduced 
them to tears and penitence. Herein, 
perhaps, we can detect a note that is 
lacking in the successors of “ The 
Governess.”’

U.S. BANK DEBACLE.

Altogether deposits of 86,935.000 dollars 
are involved by the decision of the boards 


of these banks, the deposits of the Federal

National Bank amounting to 28,235,000 


dollars, and the aggregate deposits of the 
nine other banks being 58,700,000 dollars. 
All the nine banks were affiliated to the 
Federal National Bank. 

A statement issued on behalf of the 
Boston Bank says that its total assets 
amount to 32.841.000 dollars. 

The State of Massachusetts had a sum of 
723,000 dollats deposited with the Federal! 
National Bank, which, in spite of its name, 
has no connection with the Government. 

There have been well over twelve 
hundred bank suspensions in the United 
States since the beginning of the year, in- 


volving deposits totalling some 900,000,000 | 


dollars. The closing was only temporary 
in the case of some 200 of these with de- 
posits of 120,000,000 (£24,000,000). 

It will be observed that the suspensions 
continue despite the putting into opera- 
tion of President Hoover's proposal for a 
500,000.000-dollar corporation to assist the 
smaller banks by discounting some of their 
securities.

AMENDMENTS TO THE 

RAILWAYS. BILL.. . 
——40

[SE business in the Dail this week wil! 
, be concerned mainly with the clear- 
ing away of measures already introduced. 
Among these are the Road Transport and 
Railways (Miscellaneous) Bills, The Town 
Fenants Bill (from the Senate), the Pen- 
sions Books (Prohibition of Alienation) 
Bill, and the Intoxicating Liquor Bill. 
With regard to the last-named measure, 
which is due for committee stage, it was 
definitely stated yesterday that it will not 
be taken before the adjournment for 
Christmas. 


TOWN TENANTS BILL. 


The Town Tenants Bill is on the Order 
Paper for to-day, having come back from 
the Senate. It will be recalled that on 
the report stage of the bill in the Senate 
an important alteration was moved by 
Senator Johnson, and carried in opposi- 
tion to the Minister (Mr. FitzGerald 
Kenney), by 24 votes to 13. This amend- 
ment to Section 18 (1) of the bill would 
make it possible for a new tenancy to he 
granted to a tenant on condition that he 
was in occupation for a continuous period 
of 20 years before the termination of the 
tenancy. In the bill the period of occu- 
pancy 1s 40 years, and the Minister re- 
fused to accept Senator Johnson's pro 
poral. It is probable that a compromise 
will be arrived at, fixing 30 years as the 
period. 


RETIRED PAY FOR FORCES. 


The Minister for Defence has _ given 
notice that he will introduce a new bill 
‘entitled an Act to make provision for 
the formulating and carrying out cf 
schemes for the provision of retired pay. 
pensions, or gratuities for, or in respect 
of, members of the armed forces of 
Saorstat Fireann, certain former members 
of the said forces now serving in the 
Civil Service of Saorstat Eireann or the 
Garda Siothchana, and members of the 
Army Nursing Service.”’ 

Mr. Robert Briscoe will ask the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce if he is now 
prepared to lay on the table of the House 
the contract between the Government and 
Messrs. Siemens Schuckert Wérke for the 
execution of the Shannon power develop- 
ment scheme. 


RAILWAYS BILL. 


Several amendments have been tabled 
to the Railways (Miscellaneous) Bill and 
the Road Transport Bill, chiefly by Mr. 
J..X. Murphy and Mr. Davin. 

Mr. Davin proposes to insert a new 
section in the Railways Bill to the ejfect 
that officers or servants of a railway com- 
pany whose office or situation is abolished 
as a result of the bill shall be com- 
pensated. 

Mr. Murphy proposes to fix the 
directorate of the Great Southern Railways 
Company at not more than eight or less 
than six. He also proposes a modification 
of the Railways Act of 1845 with regard 
to the employment of persons to open and 
shut gates at railway crossings. 

Mr. Davin also proposes to introduce a 
new section giving the Railway Tribunal 
power to vary or rescind all or any of the 
terms of any agreement referred to in 
Section 61 of the Act of 1924, if the con- 
ditions under which the agreements were 
made are found to have materially altered. 
The Act referred to made it illegal fpr any 
amalgamated or absorbed company to vary 
or rescind agreements made for the alloca- 
tion or routing of traffic, pooling of 
receipts, or differential rates 
passing by sea to or from the Free State. 


ROAD TRANSPORT. 


To the Road Transport Bill Mr. J. X. 
Murphy has given notice of no fewer than 
seventeen amendments, including new sub- 
sections. Some of these deal with the 
issue of licences in respect of routes and 
the powers of the Minister, the 
of road carrier services without road 
licence, and the form of applitation in 
mba of road carrier licence. 

e proposes that the Minister shall not 
grant road carrier licences unless he is 
satisfied— 

“ (1) That the applicant has been a 
road carrier prior to the 30th September, 
1931, in respect of the services for which 
the licence 1s granted, or 

““ (2) In the case of an applicant who 
was not a road carrier prior to the 30th 
September, 1931, that the licence should 
be granted having regard to the following 
matters:—(a) The suitability of the ser- 
vice proposed to be run; (b) the extent 
(if any) to which the needs of the locality 
proposed to be served are already 
adequately served ; (c) the extent to which 
the proposed service is necessary or desir- 
able ; (d) the normal needs of the country 
and the district in relation to traffic, 
including the provision of adequate, suit- 
able and efficient services, and the preven- 
tion of unremunerative services; (e) the 
co-ordination of all forms of carriage by 
road inter se, and with transport by rail; 
(f) the ensuring of regular and permanent 
services; (g) the extent to which the 
vehicles proposed to be used will be manu- 
factured, in whole or in part, in Saorstat 
Eireatin, and the desirability of promoting 
such manufacture as far as may be reason- 
ably practicable.”’. 

Mr. Davin proposes several amendments 
in respect oft e hours which may be 
worked by any person on a road service, 
while Mr. T. J. O'Connell proposes that 
such persons’ rates of pay, hours of duty 
and other conditions shall be regulated in 
accordance with agreements made between 
trade union representatives and the 
holders of passe ger licences.

LATEST AVAILABLE 


Emigration from the Irish Free State 
has come comparativély to a stand-still. 
Statisties set out in the ZJrish Trade 
Journal show that in 1930 15.966 persons 
emigrated from the Irish Free State to 
countries out of Furope and not within 
the Mediterranean Sea. For the ten 
months ending October 31, 1931, only 
1,332 such emigrants left this country. 
736 went to the United States. 142 to 
Canada and 131 to Australia. In 1926 
30,041 persons emigrated from the Free 
State. There has since been a _ rapid 
decline in emigration figures. Only in the 
month of September, 1931, did the number 
exceed 200. In the month of October last 
the number fell to 184..

Catholic 691, Church of Ireland 242, Presbv- 
terian, 209, Methodist 8, others 5; while 160 
voluntary schools were under lay management. 
Since. the Government of Northern Ireland 
took over control of educational services ten

KW two brothers, died on December 

18:29. Jacob died two years later. 
was not likely that one would live long with- 
out the other. The brothers had worked 
together in adjoining rooms for sixty years 
at the same studies—investigating the origin 
and history of the German people and the 
German language. If Wilhelm got a “post 
as ducal librarian, it was understood that 
Jacob must get one in the same library; ‘f 
Jacob got a university professorship, a lecture- 
ship was reserved for Wilhelm as a matter 
of course. 

The story goes that the aunt who manages 
their affairs decided that it was time fo 
arrange about the carrying on of the fafmiy 
name. She selected a young girl who was 
pretty, sensible, clever, and in every way 
worthy to be the wife of a German philologist. 
The brothers conferred, and gravely decided 
that on Jacob, as the elder, devolved the 
duty of seeking the lady’s hand. But Jaton 
was very busy at work on his Deutsche 
Rechtsaltertumer, and had little time for 
such lesser matters. Wilhelm undertook..to 
‘sound’’ her on behalf of Jacob. The end- 
ing of the story may be guessed. The subject 
of all these deep plots knew nothing about 
them, but she became very fond of Wilheim 
and Wilhelm of her. They were married— 
not without some twinges of consciencé_ on 
Wilhelm’s part. Jaenb, however, wos im- 
mensely relieved.

There are no humorous asides at the ex 
pense of the story-teller. ‘‘ Our first aim in 
collecting these stories’’ they said. ‘‘ has 
been exactness and truth. We have neither 
added anything of our own nor decorated 
any incident or feature of the story, but 
have given it just as we received it. It will 
be understood, of course, that the manner 
of telling it is principally our own, but we 
have striven to retain everything that we 
knew to be characteristic.’’ Their notes to 
the stories aiso, which the popular English 
editions omit, are most interesting and valu- 
able.

Carney, who was not professionally repre- 
sented, pleaded guilty to the possession of 
firearms without a permit, and was put back. 

Kennedy and Moran pleaded not guilty. 

An appiicatio: by Mr. McDonald to havé 
counsel assigued for Moran’s defence was 
relused. 


COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Kelly, opening the case against 
Kennedy and Moran, said that they were 
charged with raiding the house of Michael 
Keliy, of Caherbriskaun, Nelly was an old 
farmer and had two sons, Michael and John, 
living witn him, as well as a labourer, Martin 
Derrane. At 2.00 am. on 16th Uctoler two 
men, armed with revolvers, raided Kelly's 
house. Derrane was taken outside the house 
and driven along a lane, and escaped with 
difficulty trom tue two armed men. . Derrane 
was the principal! ‘witness; because the 
Kellys did not see either of the raiders, 

Two nights later the two accused were 
found sleeping together in -Moran’s louse, 
aud (counsel suggested), Kennedy had no 
business there, because he wag a farmer hiv- 
ing at a considerable distance. 

THE SECOND CHARGE. 

Continuing, Mr. Kelly, referring to the 
second charge, in which Peter Costello was 
the victim, said that Costello was an old 
man 85 years of age, and a cattle dealer, 
living at Cahertymore. On the 19th Octo- 
ber Costello was intending to go to Spiddal 
fauw, and had £300 in cash in the house. At 
9 oe clock p.m. two raiders attacked the 
house. One man was masked, and they pre- 
tended that they were detectives. A shot 
was fired and .the lamp went out. 

‘Christina Coffey was really the heroine of 
this affair.” said Mr. Kelly. ‘‘ She saw that 
the men were not detectives and nothing 
but armed raiders. She slipped into the 
room where her grandfather, Peter Costello, 
was, and, as a result of what she said tu 
him, he took off the waistcoat in which he 
had the money. She slipped it under he: 
own clothing and kept it safe during the 
whole time of the raid. The old man of 
85 years was made to go down on his knees. 
and had his pockets searched.”’ 

Mr. Kelly, continuing. said that the 
raiders stole from Bridget O’Louchlin, a 
servant girl, a purse containing 10s. and 
medals. 


REVOLVERS FOUND. 


The Guards later that night visited 
Moran’s house and found Kennedy, Carney, 
and Moran sleeping there. A ten shillir, 
note was found on Moran, and later the 
purse was discovered in Moran’s house At 
an identification parade Carney was identi- 
fied by three witnesses, and Peter Coste'lo 
said that Kennedy was iike the man who 
had put him on his knees.

MEATH HOUNDS. 


Hounds met on Monday at Ardsallagh, 
where Mrs. Arthur McCann entertained a 
large field. Both Ardsallagh covert and the 
laurels were blank, and hounds could do 
nothing until a fox was found in Bective 
laurels. ‘Then came a capital fifty minutes 
from Carrollstown gorse.

Leaving 
Meadstown House on the left, the fox went 
over the bottoms, which were very holding, 
nearly to Dunderry village, then turned left- 
handed by Philpotstown House, into and 
through the covert, and this fox was 
eventually lost on the Trim road. They next 
found a brace in Kathnally, but both got to 
ground, after running a couple of fields. 

Yesterday's meet at Steouhiee also attracted 
a big field, and the sport was first-class. 
There were several foxes in Moyglare, one 
of which they killed, after a short scurry. 
A Mulhussy fox left. pointing for the Black 
Bog, but turned right in the direction of 
Coigiam, then bore left-handed nearly to 
Kilclune, and on past Porterstown, and was 
lost some distance further on. Time—55 
minutes. <A fox found in Colistown ran out 
via The Hatchet to Jenkinstown, and was 
lost pointing for the Black Bog. Then, from 
Roanstown, followed the fastest thirty 
minutes of the season. This fox went away 
over the river and along the double before 
wheeling to the left over Mr. Bruton’s farm 
and on to Vesington, with a point for 
Wearingstown, “ago W continued to run 
hard to Cookstown, with nobody except the 
huntsman and Mr. Frank Tuthill with them, 
and they were stopped with some difficulty 
at. Portain. 


FINGAL HARRIERS. 


A good-sized field met hounds at The Nan! 
on Friday last. A hare found on Mr. Ball’s 
farm, which was the first draw, brought us 
at a nice pace through Killougher, and on by 
Hazardstown to Reynoldstown. The hare 
ran the Naul road for some distance before 
entering Hynestown and the Moonelone., and 
back almost to Hazardstown, where hounds 
ran into their quarry. They found again 
on the racecourse, and a fast hunt followed 
through the Forty Acres, and on by Bal- 
peer to Grangemount and Newtown.

Friday, 1}th, at Camolin, was a poor day. 
The first fox found was in Carrigbeg, and was 
chopped in covert, The next, found in 
Camolin Park, just disappeared, as did most 
of the field at the same time, and missed a 
nice hunt in the late evening from Ballyduff.

HOW A CONFERENCE WAS 
BROKEN UP. 


By Our LABOUR CORRESPONDENT. 

The conference held yesterday in connec- 
tion with the dispute bet~veen the manage- 
ment and employés in Dublin of the Russian 
Oil Products, Ltd., broke down in the early 
stages. 

Some time ago objection was taken to the 
conditions under which men employed by the 
company were alleged to be working, and a 
certain number of tht employés went on 
strike. In all, five trade unions were in- 
volved in the dispute, these being the Irish 
Union of Distributive Workers and Clerks, 
the Irish Transport Union, the Amalgamated 
Transport Union, the Irish Engineering 
Union, and the Industrial Engineering 
Union. 

The strike had been in operation for a few 
days only when a conference was held 
between the representatives of the unions and 
the firm, and a temporary agreement. was 
reached. It was for the purpose of sebting 
whether the dispute could be settled finally 
that yesterday's conference was arranged. 

When the conference assembled, I am in- 
formed, the various unions took exception to 
the presence of certain representatives of the 
workers who had not heen appointed dele- 
gates by their unions. These representatives 
having refused to withdraw, the representa. 
tives of the five unions immediately left the 
conference. 

In the meantime, however, the men em- 
ployed by the firm who are members of the 
unions interested in the dispute are remain- 
ing at their work. A representative of the 
Irish Union of Distributive Workers and 
Clerks informed me that the members of, his 
union will continne to work until they re- 
ceive notice to the contrary. He did not 
know when any further action would be 
taken in the matter.

“CHAIN OF ACTION.” 

Mr. McCarthy submitted that reference by 
the Dublin Corporation to this matter, before 
June 15, 1928, started a chain of action by 
the Commissioner that was in itself. wrong, 
and there was no right in the Corporation 
to say that these premises were in 1928 liable 
to be valued at a higher rate than in 1916. 
These premises, when reconstructed, were 
exactly the same as they were in 1916, the 
licensed trade was the same, and the only ir- 
creased addition that might possibly be. sug- 
gested was the ‘bus traffic. 

Without calling on counsel for the respon- 
dents to reply, the Court dismissed the appeal 
with costs 

Mr. Justice Meredith stated that with 
regard to the question whether the new valua- 
tion was excessive or not, his own view en- 
tirely coincided with that of the learned Cir- 
cuit Court Judge. 

Mr. Justice Hanna concurred with the view 
expressed by Mr. Justice Meredith.

ADMINISTRATION PROCEEDINGS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The hearing of the motion in the case of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Martin, Harcourt. Hotel, Har- 
court street, Dublin, against Dr. Patrick 
Gavin, of Avondale, Moynalty, Kells, and 
Mr. Richard J. McDonnell, solicitor, of 
Kells, was resumed. ‘The matter came before 
the Court on further consideration of the 
Examiner’s certificate in relation to the ad- 
ministration of the estate of James Martin, a 
farmer, late of Clongill, Walkinstown, Co.

On behalf of the defendants, it was stated 
that a considerable portion of the assets had 
not been found until 1930, and that, as the 
testator did not keep any proper account 
books, the executors had considerable difh 
culty in ascertaining what the assets con- 
sisted of.

BALLYGAR MERCHANT’S 
APPEAL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Without calling on counsel for tho re 
spondent, the Court dismissed with costs 
an appeal brought by Darby J. Moran, a 
merchant residing at Ballygar, against a 
decree for £185 awarded by Circuit Court 
Judge Power at Galway in favour of Charles 
Quinn, a farmer’s son, of Claregalway, in 
an action brought by the plaintiff for per- 
sonal injuries. 

The case was a sequel to a collision he 
tween the plaintiff's pedal bicycle and the 
defendant’s motor car at Turloughmore, in 
September, 1929, when the vehicles were 
travelling in opposite directions. . At the 
time of the accident the plaintiff was 
cycling home abreast with two comrades 
from a ladies’ hurling match. On the ap- 
roach of two motor cars—the second owned 
sé the defendant—the cvelists got inte single 
file. The cars passed two of the cyclists, but 
the plaintiff was knocked down by de- 
fendant’s car, sustaining severe injuries to 
the right arm. Defendant urged that the 
plaintiff lost his head and cut out across 
the road before his car, after the first motor 
had passed him. 

The appeal was based on law and on fact, 
and it was contended that the Circuit Court 
Judge misappreciated the effect of the evi- 
dence and misdirected himself in holding 
that the plaintiff had not been guilty of 
negligence. 

It was mentioned during the hearing that 
the plaintiff had had one finger shot off 
and two others of the right hand injured by 
"Black and Tans ” in 1922, and in respect 
of that was in receipt of a pension of £65 
per year,

Sut teachers never 
discussed together the possibilities of films 
in education. They never demanded real 
teaching films, but were content to struggle 
on heroically with any old, worn-out material 
they could beg, borrow, or pick up from an 
army dump-heap. The producers, on their 
side, hesitated to sink capital in teaching 
hlms for an uncertam market. Besides. they 
were not sure how to make them. 

The sixteen films used in the experiment 
were some of the adult instructional 
pictures now made in Grreat Britain.

indispensable aid in teaching such subjects 
as geography, history, science, English, 
foreign languages, mathematics, music, 
physical training, and domestic economy.
